A mode  of  profecution  in  criminal 
cafes,  IS  growing  into  falhion,  which 
feems  unauthorized  by  the  fpirit  of  our 
laws.  It  IS  as  follows  : — The  profecu- 
tor  goes  before  the  grand  jury  and  gives 
information,  an  indididment  is  found, 
and  t,  . 'Upon  a Capias,  returnable  to 
the  next  court,  is  awarded.  No  court 
of  ex.i'nination  intervenes  ; but  the  in- 
didlee  is  put  on  his  trial,  at  the  enfuing 
term  of  the  circuit  court.  I fbatl  not 
enter  into  an  examination  of  the  argu- 
ments which  may  be  ufed  to  fupport  the 
legality  of  this  mode  of  proceeding  ; 
for  whether  it  be  legal  or  illegal,  it 
ought  to  be  redraiiied  by  an  exprcls  pro- 
hibitory law  ; or  courts  of  examination 
Ihoiild  be  entirely  aboliffied.  The  law 
edablifiiing  courts  of  examination  had 
fome  objeefs  in  view — mod  probably  to 
give  the  perfon  accufed,  timely  notice  of 
the  tedimony  which  would  appear  againd 
him— —to  afford  him  feveral  opportunities 
of  manifeding  his  innocence  and  ob- 
taining a fpeedy  acquittal.  But  if  the 
other  mode  of  proceeding  is  equally  le 
gal,  the  prifoner  mud  hold  himfelf  in- 
debted, not  to  the  humanity  of  the  law  ;

When  a man  is  brought  befort  a judice 
of  the  peace,  on  a charge  of  felony, 
(whatever  the  law  might  intend)  he  is, 
in  fact,  admitted  to  examine  witnelTcs, 
and  enter  fully  into  his  defence,  and 
may  be  acquitted  the  fame  day  on  which 
h»  was  profecuted.  If  his  cafe  is  doubt- 
ful, a court  of  examination  fits  in  a few 
days,  at  which  he  may  have  counfcl 
have  his  witnelTes  brought  front  a dif- 
tance,  and  make  as  complete  a defence  as 
on  his  final  trial.  If 'he  diould  not  be 
acquited  there,  he  has  dill  the  advan- 
tage of  having  received  timely  notice  of 
mod,  if  not  all,  the  tedimony  which 
will  ever  hereafter  appear  agaigd  him. 
But  il  the  profecutor  choofes  to  proceed 
in  the  other  manner,  he  not  only  deprives 
the  priliMv  r ot  thefe  two  opportunities 
of  acquitting  himfelf ; but  of  any  know 
ledge  of  the  tedimony  whifch  will  be 
brought  againd  hina,  until  he  has  been  ar- 
raigiud  at  tlic  bar,  to  receive  bis  fintd  tri- 
al. If  the  law  h'ss  furnidied  profecutors 
with  furii  a power,  it  is  certainly  po’wei 
lodged  in  very  ill  hands,  and  a law  fo 
partial  and  unjud,  demands  public  ani- 
madverfion.  It  is  not  contended  that 
grand  juries  ought  to  be  prohibited  from 
indicding  on  their  own  knowledge  ; or 
tbatprofecutors  flioiild  be  redrained  from 
giViiig  information  before  them  in  the 
fird  indance  ; but  that  an  indiftment 
lo  found,  fliould  only  autliorife  the  cir- 
cuit court  to  have  the  perfon  indieded, 
brought  before  a court  of  examination - 
which  court  ffiould  have  the  power  to 
acquit  him,  or  remand  him  to  the  cir- 
cuit court  for  a final  trial.
